INTRODUCTORY 

0.1. This is the Tvrentyfourtii issue of the Statistical 
Abstract of Maharashtra State which is being publi¬ 
shed since its formation in i960. The purpose of 
publishing this Abstract is to present background 
statistical material on as many socio-economic chara¬ 
cteristics of the State as is possible so that the Abstract 
may prove useful not only as a reference bopk but also 
for research, planning or further socio-economic studies 
about the State, 'the information is to tne extent 
feasible, is presented districtwise for fnlciditrict 1 ; com¬ 
parison. Some social and . economic statistics a-t 
presented over a series of years to study changes in 
these fields. 


0.2. The present issue relates to tne year J988-B9 
and the detailed data are published for the year 198S-89 
wherever such data were available. Wherever data 
for 1988-89 were not available, the data for the 
latest available year are given. Also, yearly series 
up to the year 1978-88 are presented. The statistical 
data presented ir> this Abstract are initially compiled 
by various departments of the State G vernn^ut, 
Government of India, Local Bodies, etc. These 
departments usually prepare and release provisional 
figures for recent years. These provisional figures are 
in the process of finalisation and ultimately when they 
axe finalised, they are slightly different from the provi¬ 
sional figures released earlier. For this reasoE, the 
data published in the other publications of this Directo¬ 
rate, viz., “Hand-book of Basic Statistics of Maha¬ 
rashtra State ”, “ Economic Survey of Maharashtra” 
or the earlier issue of the Statistical Abstract may not 
exactly tally with those published in this Abstract.

(3) Two new districts, “ Latur ” and “ Oadchiroli ” have been created, respectively with effect from 16th 
August 1982 and 26th August 1982, by reorganising then existing districts of Osmanabad, Solapur, Beedand 
Chandrapur.

Area and Population: 

1.1. Final figures of 1981 Population Cmuis are 
presented in this section. Data on populatio.i decadal 
variation, towns and villages, literacy, scheduled castes 
and tribes, classification of workers as per occupational 
classification etc. are given in various tables. 

1.2, According to the definitions and concepts 
used for the 1981 census, a ‘village’ is a revenue 
village having a defined boundary aud separate land 
records. Hamlets, wadies or padas have not been 
treated as separate villages. Forest villages. make an 
exception. They are population centres situated within 
reserved forest areas. Their population mainly consists 
of forest labourers and their families. Such population 
centres within reserved forest areas are alto treated as 
villages. Number of ‘inhabited villages’ denote number 
of ‘inhabited revenue villages’ and ‘inhabited forest 
villages’. The ‘uninhabited villages’ are the revenue 
villages but did not have any residential population. 
For the purpose of 1981 Census a town or an urban area 
was defined as a place which has:— 

(i) a municipal body, a cantonment or civil lines; or 

(/A) a population of 5,000 or over and at least 
three-fourth or more of male workers engaged in 
non-agriculUiral pursuits. 

The general population, 1981 tables concerning 
Maharashtra, are published by the Government of India, 
in “ Census of India, 1981, Series 12, Maharashtra 
Paper 1 Supplement,” 

Definitions as adopted in the 1981 census are 
reproduced below :— 

(1) Work —was defined as participation in econo¬ 
mically productive activity, such participation may 
be mental or physical in nature. Work involves not 
only actual work but also effective supervision and 
direction of work. 

(2) Worker- -in 1981 Ccncu • a worker was one 
who had engaged himself in work for at least 
sometime during the reference year :— 

(a) Main worker —is .. person who during last 
year put in work for six months or more or Cor 
183 days or more. 

(b) Marginal worker —is . person who did work 
during last year for less than six months (183 days). 


(3) Non-worker —was one who did not engage 
himself at all in work throughout the wfiol'- 
referenee period of one year preceding the date 
of enumeration. A person who is evuvag d prima¬ 
rily in household duties such, as working tor one’s 
own household or a boy or a girl who is primarily a 
student attending an institution, even if such a person 
helps the family’s economic activity but not as full¬ 
time worker was not treated as worker. A person 
who merely receives income such as rent or pension 
and who does not have to work for receiving that 
income has not been treated as worker.

(4) Household Industry-■ is defined as an industry 
conducted by the head of the household himself of 
mainly by members of households at home or within 
the village in rural areas anti only within the premises 
of the house where the household lives in urban 
areas. It should not' be run on the scale of registered 
factory and relates to production, processing, servic¬ 
ing, repairing or making and selling of goods. 

(5) Cultivator — includes both owner cultivators 
and tenant cultivators. 

(6) Agricultural labourer - covers all other persons 
working on land as labourers on wages without 
holding any right upon the land. 

(7) Occupation of a worker is the function which 
he personally performs by engaging himself in woik in 
any branch of economic activity which is called his 
industry. 

(8) Industry —is defined as a sector of economic 
activity on which a worker is engaged. 

(9) Employer —is a person who hires one or more 
persons in his work. 

(10) Employee -is a person who works for others 
for wages or salary in cash or kind. 


(11) A single worker - is a person who is doing 
his work without employing others except casually 
and without the help of other members of his family 
except casually or a participation in work as a member 
of a co-operative. 

(12) A family worker is a person who is doing his 
work in a family enterprise alone with other members 
of the family without wages or salary in cash or kind.

4. Housing: 

4-1 This section gives data on housing collected 
through 1981 population Census. 

4-2 In the 1981 Census “ House ” was defined as a 
structure or part of a structure (inhabited or vacant) or 
a dwelling, a shop, a shop-cwm-dwelling or a place of 
business, workschool, etc. with a separate entrance 
whether that separate entrance led directly to the street 
or to a common staircase, court-yard or a gate. The 
classification of houses according to the purpose for 
which they were used and the distribution of 1,000 census 
house-holds by the number of rooms occupied 
is given in Table No. 4-2 which is based on 20 per cent 
sample. A room has four walls with a door way and 
a roof overhead and of at Ieast6'x6' dimensions. 
Unenclosed verandah, kitchen, store, garage and cattle- 
shed or places of sizes smaller than 6' x 6' are not 
treated as rooms. Households residing in any one 
of such places are treated as having no regular room. 
A ‘ household ’ is a group of persons who commonly 
live together in the same house and take their meals 
from a common mess unless exigencies of work prevent 
any of them from doing so. Material presented here 
is restricted only to the family type of households. 
Institutional households, i. e. groups of persons residing 
in hostels, boardings, prisons, hospitals, etc. who 
otherwise satisfy the definition of household are not 
included hers.

EDUCATION 

5.1 Data on institutions according to type of education, 
students, teachers, and results of major examinations are presented 
in the following tables. 

5.2 The classification of institutions according to type is 
slightly different from stages of education. There are many 
secondary schools which also impart education in ‘primary 
courses. Neveri heless, the entire enrolment of students is included 
under secondary education. The break up of the total enrolment 
of students in pre-primafy, primary and secondary schools accor¬ 
ding to standards may perhaps give the realistic picture. Children 
between ages three and five attend pre-primary institutions. 
These are generally known as kindergarten, tnontessory etc. 
Primary institutions provide education for pre-primary and 
standards I-TV or standards 1—VII/V11I or less and teaches 
the curriculum approved by the Education Department; whereas 
secondary institution., coach students lor standard Vlli to X or 
XI/X11 with or without lower standard. Higher education is 
education after passing secondary school certificate examination 
which leads to a degrec/diploma examination, The statistic 
about examination results is also presented.

12.1. In ujU.icv'.ion tables containing enin on i-and 
utilisation, prir.cir'.'l crops and their producror., area 
irrigated, ag'icuilaral i;nple.ae:its a. d nnjch'a'r' and 
on agricultural r-rn•= u> are given. 

12.2. The Geographical area according to village 
papers is calcntTO Irora the village returns prepared 
by the village officials for revenue purposes. There 
is. difference between the figures of total area 
according to the Surveyor-General of India and 
that according to the village papers., because the 
latter is calculated by totalling up areas of village 
returns while the former is calculated in blocks. 
Moreover, allowances made for areas covered by build* 
ings, roads, etc. are different in two cases. Under 
‘ Forests ’ are mtinued all actually foreGeu suv-is or 
lands classed or administered as forests under any legal 
enactment oea I mg with forests whether State owned 
of private. If any portion of such land is "not actually 
wooded but put to some agricultural use, that portion 
is included under the appropriate heading of cultivated 
or uncultivated land. Lund put to non-agricultural 
uses stands for ail lands occupied by buildings, roads 
and railways or under water, e. g. rivers and canals and 
other lands put to uses other than for agricultural. 
Barren and mcuiiurabtc land covers ail barren and un- 
culfurable land like mountains, deserts cic. Land which 
cannot be brought under cultivation unless at a high 
cost, is classOei ,t> unr.udiirahle, whetfici sue.; itnd is in 
isolated blocks or within cultivated holdings. Perma¬ 
nent pastures and other grazing land cover all 
grazing land' "^vher they arc permanent pastures 
and meadows or not. Village common and grazing 
lands within forest areas are included under this head. 
Land under miscellaneous tree cross and proves 
not included in the net area sown includes all 
cultivable land which is not included under net area 
sown but is put to some agricultural use. Land under 
casuarina trees, thatching grass, bamboo bushes and 
other groves for fuel etc. which are not included under 
‘ orchards ’ are classed under this category. Cdturable 
waste includes all lands available for cultivation whether 
or not taken up for cultivation or taken up for culti¬ 
vation once but not cultivated during the current and 
last five years or more in succession.

(6) unremunerative nature of farming. The net area 
sown consists of net area sown with crops and orchards, 
area sown more than once being counted only once. 
Vie "toss cropped urea represents the sum total of area 
under ad crops. The difference between tiie total 
cropped area and net area sown is accounted for by 
the area sown more than once on tiic same land during 
the sum-; year with the same or different crops. 

!?.3. The data about area under different crops 
are compiled from village records. The estimates 
of outturn arc based partly on the results of 
crop culling surveys and partly on ‘ p isewari method.’ 
At present, crop cutting surveys are being conducted 
in respect of rice, bajri, jawar, wheal, ragi, gram, tur 
(partly), sugar-cane, cotton, groundnut and tobacco 
(Satani, Sangli and Kolhapur districts only). A census 
of irrigation sources, takes, place after every live years. 
For any intermediate years the village officers arc in¬ 
structed io note the number of new irrigation wells 
constructed or old wells which have gone out of use and 
thus bring up-Co-date the earlier quinquennia] census 
figures of number of wells. Correct idea regarding 
trends in production cannot be obtained from the abso¬ 
lute figures on production of crops. To overcome this 
difficulty, a series o r index numbers of agricultural 
production of principal crops are compiled by the 
Department of Agriculture. The productivity Index is* 
the ratio of index of production to the index of area 
multiplied by 100. The data on agricultural machinery 
and implements presented is as enumerated in quin¬ 
quennial Livestock Census, 1987 and data on opera¬ 
tional holdings and area operated as per Agricultural 
Census arc presented.

15-1. Data on area under forest and major and 
minor forest produce are given in the tables in this 
section. 

15.2. Information regarding forests under the 
control of the State’s Forest Department and those 
under the control of the State’s Revenue Department 
is shown separately. The areas under forests are 
classified according to legal status into reserved 
forests, protected forests and unclassed forests. 
The legal status refers to the classification of forests 
under the Indian Forest Act, XVI of 1927. Reserved 
forests are those that are intended mainly for timber 
production and in which rights of grazing and culti¬ 
vation are seldom allowed. In protected forests, the 
restrictions arc not so rigid as grazing or cultivation is 
allowed but certain limitations and restrictions are 
imposed. The unclassed forest refers to the inacce¬ 
ssible forest or unoccupied waste. The forests which 
are taken by Government from local bodies or private 
individuals for management on lease basis are called 
4 leased forests ’. The forest area shown in Tables in 
this sector may not tally with the area under “forest” 
shown in table on land utilisation in agriculture section. 
The two sets of figures differ due to the following 
reasons:— 

(i) In the Indian Foiests Statistics the whole area 
including non-wooded area under the control of 
Forest Department is taken as area under forests 
while in Agricultural Statistics, it is classified 
according to its actual utilisation. 

(//) The Forest Department Returns are meant 
to serve a definite administrative purpose and indicate 
the ownership of the forest area; the actual utilisation 
of these areas is not so important from their point of 
view as it is in the land utilisation statistics for Agii- 
cultural Department. 

(i/i) The Forest Department returns relate to 
financial years and Agricultural Statistics relate to 
the agricultural years. The figures of production 
of major and minor forest produce refer to the areas 
under the control of Forest Department only.

17.1. The information on Agricultural and Nan- 
Agricultural Co-operative credit Societies, Multipur¬ 
pose Co-operative Societies, Marketing Societies, 
Productive Societies etc. is presented in this section. 

17.2. The information on number of various 
co-operative societies, membership, working capital, 
fixed capital, loans advanced, overdues etc. is presented 
in this section. Owned capital shows the paid-up 
capital. Borrowing denotes the total borrowings out¬ 
standing at the end of the period. Working capital 
includes paid-up capital, deposits and borrowings. 
Loans outstanding includes outstandings in respect of 
loans, cash credits and overdrafts and the amount of 
outstanding bills purchased and discounted.

19. MANUFACTURING : 

19.1. In this section, statistics regarding working 
factories, average dally employment, industrial produc¬ 
tion an<J some selected industrial characteristics collected 
in the Annual Survey of Industries is presented. 


19.2. The data on working factories, are com¬ 
piled by the Directorate of Economics and Statistics, 
Government of Maharashtra, on the basis of data 
collected by the Chief Inspector of Factories from the 
factories covered under Sections 2 (m) (i), 2 (m) (ii) and 
Sec. 85 of the Factories Act, 1948. The factories using 
power, which employed 10 or more workers on any day 
of the preceding 12 months are covered under Section 2 
(m) (i) and the factories not using power employing 20 or 
more workers under section 2 (m) (ii). Apart from these 
two categories, State Government by notification in 
Official Gazette specifies a number of factories and makes 
obligatory for such factories to supply statistical infor¬ 
mation notwithstanding the number of persons emplo¬ 
yed therein and using or not using power. These 
factories are covered under section 85 of the Factories 
Act, 1948. The information relates to the accounting 
year of factory ending on any day between 1st January 
to 31st December. 


19.3. The statistics relating to Annual Survey of 
Industries are based on the returns supplied to this 
Directorate by National Sample Survey Organisation, 
Government of India, which.collects the data from the 
factories divided in two sectors, viz. (i) Census sector, 
(ii) Non-census sector and returns relate to the accoun¬ 
ting year of the factory ending on any day between 1st 
April to 31st March. In the census sector, factories 
employing 50 or more workers and usifig power and 
factories employing 100 or more workers and not using 
power are covered on complete enumeration basis 
every year. The remaining factories are covered in the 
non census sector. In the non-census sector, since 
1973-74, 50 per cent of the factories are selected every 
year and thus this sector is covered fully in a block 
period of two years. The factories in the non-census 
sector, having less than 50 workers all over India, are 
treated on par with factories in the census sector. The 
survey extends to all the manufacturing units including 
production and distribution of electricity, gas, water and 
also service industries like sanitary services, repairs 
services and personal services and motion picture 
production. The survey extends also to Biri and Cigai 
units which are covered under Workers Act, 1966. 
It also includes the factories reported closed. However, 
it excludes defence factories, restaurants and cafes, 
those engaged in storage and distribution of oil, techni¬ 
cal training institutions not producing anything for sale 
or exchange. 

19.4. Productive capital which relates to the Iasi 
day of the year, consists of fixed and working capital. 
Number of persons employed is the average number of 
persons employed under various heads, such as workers, 
other than workers, etc. and it includes persons on 
leave with pay such as sick leave, casual leave or paid 
vacation. Gross output represents value of products 
and by-products manufactured for sale, work done for 
customers and a sale value of goods sold in the same 
condition as purchased and is adjusted for the difference 
in stocks of semi-finished goods at the beginning and 
at the end of the survey year. Value added by manu¬ 
facture is computed by deducting from the gross ex¬ 
factory value of output the gross value of input, value 
added is not of depreciation.

labour and employment 


26.1. D^ta on Slate Government Employees, 
employment under shops and establishments employ¬ 
ment market information, absenteeism in industries, 
trade unions and other information about labour are 
given in this section. 

26.2. The absenteeism statistics relate to only 
voluntary absenteeism defined as absence due to 
reasons which are personal to the individuals con¬ 
cerned. As such, absence of a worker on account of 
strike, lock-out or lay-off is not considered. They 
cover ‘workers’ as deiitied by the Factories Act, 1948, 
but exclude persons holding position of supervision 
or management or employed in confidential position. 
Moreover, only regular workers (excluding casual and 
substitute workers) are considered. The absenteeism 
rate is the ratio of number of man shifts lost due to 
absences to the number of man shifts scheduled to work. 
For the purpose of statistics regarding industrial dis¬ 
putes, an industrial dispute is taken to be a temporary 
stoppage of work by a group 1 of employees to express a 
grievance or enforce a demand or temporary with¬ 
holding of work from a group of employees by one 
employer (or a group of employers) in connection with 
matters relating to employment or non-employment or 
terms or conditions of employment. Thus,’ both the 
types cf work stoppages, popularly known as “ strike” 
and “ lock-out ” respectively are covered. Political 
strikes, sympathetic demonstrations and the like are 
however, excluded. The statistics cover such disputes 
in which the number of workers involved is ten or more 
in all the sectors of economic activity such as factories, 
plantations, mines, transport, construction services, etc. 
It must also be mentioned that ihe monthly figures of 
number of strikes and number of workers involved are 
not additive^ to form annual figures because of the fact 
that the period or duration of the strike may have spread 
over more than one mouth.

28.!. The receipt and revenue expenditure of State Govern- 
rnent under different heads is shown in this section. Further 
details will be found in the Civil Tiudget Estimates of the State 
Government. The Economic Classification of the Budget is also 
given. The framework of economic classiiication presented 
here is based on the delienation of the Government transaction* 
in a set of six accounts. 

28.2. The Budget annually presented gives the transactions 
on account of receipts and expenditure of the State Government. 
In order to analyse the economic impact of these budgetary 
transactions, an economic classification of the Budget is under¬ 
taken. in this classification the transactions arc regrouped and 
reclassified inio meaningful economic categories. This classifica¬ 
tion follows closely the framework of economic classification 
adopted for the Central Budget. It eliminates all inter-account, 
inter-departmental transfers including transfers to and from funds 
and brings out the genuine transactions of the State Government 
with the rest of the economy. 

28.3: In this section dassifiction of-the asscssees assessed 
to income tax according to range of income assessed to their 
income and tax payable for the assessment year 1988 - 89 . The 
asscssees are sub-divided into (i) Individuals, (ii) Hindu undi¬ 
vided families, (iii) Firm, (iv) Others, (v) Companies. Total 
income shown in the table represents the income assessed to 
tax after deduction of set off of losses and other admissible 
rebate and relief from gross income.

Information on prices of agricultural and 
other commodities, gold and silver, All-India wholesale 
price index number, consumer price index numbers 
for workers, agricultural labour and non-manual 
employees and retail price index numbers for urban 
and rural Maharashtra is giv.en in this section. 

29 2. The details of the method of construction of 
the index is given in the “ Appendix to index number 
of wholesale prices in India ” revised series, issued by 
the office of the Economic Adviser to the Government 
of India. The details, regarding the scope and method 
of compilation of the new index for Bombay and Solapur 
are given in December 1965 issue, for Jalgaon and 
Nagpur in January 1966 issue, for Pune in August 1965 
issue and for Nanded and Aurangabad in March 1966 
issue, of the Labour Gazette issued by the Commissioner 
of Labour, Government of Maharashtra.

Consumer price index- number for non-manual 
employees is compiled by the Central Statistical 
Organisation. The year 1960 is adopted as base. 
For Maharashtra, index is worked out for Greater 
Bombay, Pune and Nagpur centres. The method and 
scope of the index is explained in k Monthly Abstract 
of Statistics, August 1955’ published by the Central 
Statistical Organisation. The methodology lias been 
published in the ‘ October—December 1979 issue’ of 
the Maharashtra Quarterly Bulletin of Economics and 
Statistics.

33. Public Administration and Electoral. Statistics:— 

33.1 Information on income and expenditure of 
all Village Parchayats, Municipal Councils, Municipal 
Corporations and Zilla Parishads is given in this 
section. 

33.2 Income- and expenditure of Village Panchayats 
arc exclusive of opening and closing balance respectively. 
Under income, information is separately shown under 
grants, taxes and other income, grants include 
Government grants as well as grants from Zilla Parishads 
and Panchayat Samitis for development activities, 
Government grants are mainly Land Revenue grants, 
equalization grants and “ Local cess grants.” The 
other taxes include other taxes and fees imposed by the 
Village Panchayats. Similarly, the ether income of 
Village Panchayats is contributions, donations, gifts 
and fines for contraventions of rules. 

33.3 The receipts position of each Municipal body, 
is 'shown according to (i) Municipal rates and taxes 
and (ii) other sources. Government grants under 
“other sources” are mainly grants on account of dear¬ 
ness allowance, giants for roads, for water-supply, for 
educational purposes for medical purposes and on 
account of percentage in land revenue, etc. The in¬ 
come from extraordinary receipts and debts includes 
loans, advances, deposits, sale-proceeds, etc., similar 
income position in respect of Municipal Corporations 
is also given. The expenditure by Municipal Councils 
and by Municipal Corporations has been shown separa¬ 
tely under current and under extraordinary expendi¬ 
ture and debts. The break-up of current expenditure 
is shown under six broad heads of the expenditure and 
includes both capital and revenue expenditure. The 
accounts of the Bombay Municipal Corporation are 
maintained separately for fij city area, (ii) suburban area, 
(iii) extended suburban area, (iv) education fund, (v) 
improvement scheme, and (vi) slum clearance scheme 
for city and suburban areas. The totals for the entire 
Bombay Municipal Corporation are arrived at by 
summing up the above accounts excluding the inter¬ 
account transfers. They however, do not cover the 
income and expenditure of Bombay Electricity Supply 
and Transport Undertakings. In the case of Nagpur 
Municipal Corporation income and expenditure of 
Nagpur Improvement Trust is not included. L may 
be mentioned here that all the Municipalities do nol 
follow a uniform procedure for presentation of statistics 
regarding income and expenditure, with the result that 
it was very difficult to build up these statistics on com¬ 
parable basis. The figures shown in these statements 
may, therefere, be regarded as only broad distribution 
into the items shown.
